The day following 
their marriage, the petition continues, she 
quarreled with him and continued to do so 
almost daily while they lived together, all 
without cause.| During these quarrels, the 
petition declares, she often grossly insulted 
him, and frequently reproached him for his 
poverty, although she knew before their mar-

Gave Up Wealth for Peave. 

Becaused@pf her treatment and taunts, H is 
alleged that Drewitz became nervously pros- 
trated and occasionally fainted. | 

As an inducement to his wife to cease abus- 
ing him and to convince her of his love for her 
Drewitz says he voluntarily exesuted ap 
agreement, relinquishing his right)\of dower 
in his wife's $400,000 estate, but she continued 
to abuse him, and among other things which 
hurt his feelings he alleges ehe frequently | 
introduced herself in his. presence as Mrs. 
Ogden. 

He admits that at times she gave him 
money and stocks, but denies that such gifts 
were not voluntary.

petitions for divorce, filed by Mrs. Drewits 
in her two suits in 1904 and 1905. ‘She said, 
in these papers, that immediately after their 
marriage the former music store worker an- 
nounced he was through with work, and be- 
gan to demathd money~-cash to pay his per- 
sonal debts and to support him in a life of 
idleness. When she refused the petitions 
alleged he abused her and threatened to 
leave, never toreturn. In August, 1906, Mrs. 
Drewitz gaid, she gave him $6,850, hoping to 
appease his demands for money and quell 
his outbursts of rage and acts of threatened 
and actual violence. 

By the following May he had squandered 
all of this save a thousand dollars, where- 
upon, the petitions continue, the wife bought 
him ja farm and he promptly mortpased this 
for $1,300. 

She declared she Lerisibes him $100 a month 
for living expenses, but not being satisfied 
with this he demanded more cash. 


Swiss Goats His Fad. 

Mrs. Drewitz déclared much money seemed 
to turn her husband's brain. He had all 
sorts of wild s¢hemes and enterprises which 
hé asked her td finance, such as importing 
goats from Switzerland with which to start 
a goat fdrm in Ohio. 

He pawned the jewelry she gave him and, 
being an inveterate cigaret smoker, import- 
ed all hig tobacco from Germany at great 
expense. He delighted in representing him- 
self as a great capitalist, which, ip the end, 
served only to make him ridiculous, the pe- 
titions declared. 

To stop thése inroads upon hér fortune 
Mrs. Drewits alleges in her petition that she 
caused her husband to sign the agreement 
whereby he forfeited all claims upon her es- 
tate, save what she might bequeath him in 
her will. | Thisiagreement, she averred, was 
in’ pursuance of a verbal contrae¢t the two 
entered into before marriage. Nevertheless, 
she said her husband ignored thes¢ contracts 
and soon renewed his demands for'money.

The gas bag was completely destroyed. 

Jones had trouble with his balloon yester- 
day on account of cold weather, Monday 
nignt, which caused. a number of leaks 
through the contraction of the gas bag. It 
is thought the bag leaked again today and 
‘that a spark from the motor caused the dis- 
aster. 

Was Maker of the “June Bug.” 

Harhmondaport, N. Y., Sept. 2.—Charles 
Oliver Jones, killed at Waterville today, was 
numbered armong the younger aeronauts, but 
his work in the field already had marked him 
as one of the most successful exponents of 
aerial navigation. He came here a year ago 
from his home in Cincinnati with some én- 
tirely new ideas in regard to airships, and 
joined Alexander Graham Bell and others in 
their experiments with aeroplanes. 

It was fone who évolved the famous 
“ June Bug,’’ which made several record 
flights for short distances. The “ June Bug “ 
won. the Scientific American trophy offered 
for heavier-than-air machines attaining a 
speed of about thirty miles an hour against | 
the wind. 

It had been Jones’ Intention to go to the ex- 
periment station in Nova Scotia with Lieut. 
Selfridge of the United States signal corps 
to werk om @ new aeroplane.

DEMOCRATIC HOPES HIGH 
Publicity, Official , of National | 
Committee Sees No Dark 

Days Ahead.

An old maxim hes it, “ One story is good 
till the other le told.’ 

In view of the extreme exultation of! cer- 
tain republican newepapers and public men 
over returns from Vermont, it might be well 
enough to analyze those figures. At prés- 
ent the republican plurality in the state this 
year is estimated at about 28.000. In 1896 
it was 38,001; in 1900 it was 38,000; in 1904, 
when the so-talled Roosevelt landslide took 
place it exceeded. 38,000. In other words, 
in the twelvé years since 1896 the republican 
plurality in Vermont has fallen off mare 
than 10,000 votes, although normally there 
should be an jpoarenay in the voting popula- 
tion. 

Dicsmacinll, it appears that since the leat 
election the decrease in the republican vote 
was 6 per cent and in the democratic vote a 
little leas tham 8-per cent. The Hearst ticket 
polled a littlé less than 1,200 votes, mainly 
in the towns, many of which must ha 
come from the democratic population. Fingl- 
ly, the fight was made by the democrats of 
the state, unaided by the national commit- 
tee, while the republicans had ald, both finan- 
cial and oratorical, from their national body. 

The early date of the election; coupled 
with the unusually late date of the denio- 
cratic convention, made it practically impoe- P 
sible for the democratic national committee 
to give the attention to Vermont which might 
have been desirable. Of course all that could 
have been sought or expected was somé 
moral influence that might have been ex¢r- 
cised on other states had the republican 
plurality ‘been largely cut down. 


Moral Effect Is Exaggerated. 

But it ie my belief that the moral effect, 
whether pro or con, hae been largely exag- 
gerated so far as this present campaign’ is 
concerned. Vermont ig mainly a farming 
community. Ite industries are not those of 
the factory or the workshop to any great 
extent, but of the quarry, field. and the 
dairy. Now the great issue which has been 
put plainly before the farming people and 
the working people in the states of the mid- 
die west which correspond most closely in 
their Industrial conditions to Vermont is the 


‘proposition for the guaranty of bank depos 


its. This plan is being received with such 
universal approval In the valleye of the Mis- 
sissippi and Missouri rivers that old time 
politicians of both parties are dazed by the 
advance that it is making. 

But there has hardly been opportunity to 
present it to the people of Vermont. I do 
not believe mor can any one who observes 
politics in the light of existing conditions, 
rather than those of twenty years ago, that 
the Vermont election has any serious bear- 
ing upon the outlook for November,

Yet this man 70 years ald, 
sq enfeebled that his closest frietids were 
denied access to the sickroom, is supposed to 
have been able to write an article of not less 
than 8,000 words and to agree to write two 
more. Significantly enough, the article is not 
dated, nor does any line appear showing 
where it was written. 


Writer Knew Convention Result. 


Though it must have been written long 
before either the republican or the demo- 
cratic convention, it reads as though writ- 
ten with positive knowledge of what those 
two conventions were to do. Yet Mr. Taft's 
closest friende were hot a little worried... 
about the probable outcome of the Chicago 
convention, and Mr. Bryan's friends, while 
confident of success, were keeping a wary 
eye on the possible combination of the 
forces of Gov.

ers as to whether Grover Cleveland either 
wrote or dictated the article.

At a special meeting in Chicago tomorrow 
- the canal commissioners will devise plans 
- for capturing the gullty persons, and at the 
same time take action concerning immediate 
repairs of the broken bayk. The canal has 
long been known as *‘ tadpole ditch,” a name 
given to it by enemies. The dynamite was 
piaced dt a point about one mile north of 
Channahon and twelve miles southwest of 
Joliet. It exploded with a deafening roar, 
and within a few minutes Charlies Erickson, 
noticed that the water was 
rapidly going down. Erickson telephoned to 
Supt. Leon McDonald, and he gave orders 
to look ‘to the safety of the canal boats, 
launches, and other craft that were in the 


water. 


~ No Trace of Dynamiters. 

All efforts thus far made to get a trace of 
the dynamiters have been futile. The feel- 
ing of farmers in the vicinity toward the 
eanal officials is bitter and it is believed 
gome of them can, if they will, give informa- 
tion that will lead to arrests.

The profe¢ser admitted he ap- 
peared asa champion of what many regarded 
as a lost cause—the doctrine of the inherit- 
ance of acquired characters. 

Prof. Darwin contended that plents have 
memory and can develop habits and behave 
differently, according’ to what might be called 
their moods. He argued that plaw@s have 
something corresponding nearly to the nerv- 
ous system of-amimalse. -They are as sensi: 
tive to certain agencies as animals and as 
capable of téelegraphing from one part of 
their organism to another, and there exists 
in them @ faint copy of what ig called con- 
sciousness in man.
